PRIME MINISTER, IN RESPONSE TO QUESTION WHETHER 
VANCE AND DENKTAS VISITS WERE LINKED, REPLIED, 

" AS YOU KNOW, THERE SOME ISSUES BETWEEN TURKEY 
AND THE U.S. WHICH AWAIT SOLUTION AND WHICH DAMAGE 
THE TRADITIONAL COOPERATION (SIC. BETWEEN OUR 
COUNTRIES). WHEN I WAS ASKED WHAT WILL BE THE ATTITUDE 
OF THE NEW GOVERNMENT ON THESE ISSUES I HAVE 
REPLIED THAT WE ATTACH IMPORTANCE TO U.S.-TURKISH 
FRIENDSHIP. WE WANT TO SEE OUR PROBLEMS SOLVED. 

BUT IN ORDER TO DO SO, WE HAVE TO MAKE AN ANALYSIS. 

OUR GOVERNMENT IS NEWLY FORMED. IT MUST UNDERTAKE 
SOME SERIOUS SHORT-TERM STUDIES. TURKEY'S 
SECURITY ISSUES, AND ITS CONTRIBUTION TO 
COLLECTIVE SECURITY, CANNOT BE DIVORCED FROM GLOBAL 
PROBLEMS, BECAUSE TURKEY HAS A VERY IMPORTANT 
GEOPOLITICAL POSITION. FOR THIS REASON AND 
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BECAUSE OF THE AMERICAN ADMINISTRATION S CONCERN 

FOR THE SITUATION IN THE WORLD IN GENERAL, WE 

THOUGHT IT WOULD BE USEFUL FOR A HIGH-RANKING AMERICAN 

OFFICIAL TO COME TO TURKEY AND TO TALK TO US. WE 

EXPRESSED THIS THOUGHT AND THIS BROUGHT ABOUT THE VANCE VISIT." 

TO ANOTHER QUESTION WHETHER CYPRUS AFFECTS TURKISH- 
U.S. RELATIONS, THE PRIME MINISTER REPLIED, "WHAT 
I HAVE JUST SAID HAS TAKEN PLACE BEFORE THE 
DENKTAS' VISIT TO TURKEY WAS PLANNED. WE (THE GOT) 

HAVE AGREED THAT DISCUSSIONS WITH VANCE WOULD BE 
USEFUL. WHILE WE WILL BE DEALING WITH OUR 
BILATERAL RELATIONS, WE BELIEVE IT WILL BE USEFUL 
TO DISCUSS ALL GLOBAL ISSUES. THE U.S. MAY 
FEEL THE SAME WAY. WITHIN THAT FRAMEWORK, CYPRUS 
AND TURKISH-GREEK RELATIONS WILL BE AMONG THE 
MANY SUBJECTS DISCUSSED. AS I HAVE ALWAYS SAID, 

CYPRUS AND TURKISH-GREEK RELATIONS SHOULD BE 
DEALT WITH IN THEIR OWN CONTEXT, WITHOUT ANY 
INTERFERENCE BY OTHER FOREIGN STATES. WE SEPARATE 
TURKISH-AMERICAN RELATIONS FROM (THE ISSUE OF) 

CYPRUS AND TURKISH-GREEK RELATIONS. AND WE HOPE 
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THE U.S. WILL MAKE THE SAME DISTINCTION. WE RELIEVE 
OUR TALKS WITH VANCE WILL MAINLY FOCUS ON 
BILATERAL RELATIONS BETWEEN OUR COUNTRIES. ''
